Robbery Is Robbery 

It is a strange commentary on the confusion 
possible under complexities of law and its inter- 
pretations that it has become necessary for the 
congress of the United States to draw a bill 
stating, in effect, that robbery is robbery, 
extortion is extortion, and the use of physical 
force is assault. Yet the need for such a bill 
has been made evident by recent activities of 
racketeers operating under the cloak of organ- 
ized. labor. 

The United States Supreme Court in a recent 
decision has so interpreted the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act as to rule that this gives labor 
unions the special privilege of perpetrating 
common crimes with immunity. While admit- 
ting that those victimized by such labor racket- 
eers were innocent of all wrong, the court 
nevertheless held that in forcing payment of 
tribute under threat of property and personal 
violence labor unions were within their legal 
rights. 

Westbrook Pegler, writing in his column, 
“Fair Enough,” has repeatedly denounced this 
situation. Mr. Pegler lays chief blame for past 
failure of congress to adopt remedial legislation 
at the door of the senate. He has pointed out 
the house has on several occasions adopted 
bills to curb labor racketeering, but always 
these bills have been allowed to die in senate 
committees. 

The House Judiciary Committee has unani- 
mously approved the Hobbs bill which would 
make labor racketeers subject to the 1934 anti- 
racketeering act. It is, happily, probable the 
house will pass this measure. If so it behoovés 
all lovers of justice and fair play to carefully 
watch its fate in the senate. If that body again 
shelves the bill, it will be corroboration of Mr. 
Pegler’s charges. 

If the bill should finally become law, this 
country may achieve that status of simple 
justice enjoyed in Britain. There though organ- 
ized labor has advanced far, it is still a crime 
for anyone, even a labor leader, organizer or 
picket, to hit anyone else over the head with a

It is quite possible that the enemy submarine 
which torpedoed the United States Destroyer 
Blakeley had used some refueling base on the 
shores of Martinique. In fact, it would be 
strange if all the submarines now operating in 
South American waters on the Atlantic side did 
not have some such near-by base. Either at 
Martinique or among the islands of the Carib- 
bean, it is only logical to believe are hidden 
sources of U-boat supply. 

The Blakeley was able to reach Port au 
Prince under her own power. Under rules of 
international warfare, a damaged warship may 
remain in a neutral port only long enough for 
such repairs as shall make her seaworthy again. 

The incident, with all its implications, 
demonstrates forcefully the strategic impor- 
tance of Martinique in regard to our warfare 
in the Atlantic. Whatever is necessary must be 
done to prevent Axis use of that French posses- 
sion for their ships. Present negotiations with 
Commissioner Robert, Vichy-appointed gover- 
nor of the island, will, if successful, achieve 
this purpose. If, for any reason, the United 
States should fail to get her needed guarantees 
from Commissioner Robert, there should be no 
hesitancy about using any steps needed, even 
to force, if all else fails. British seizure of 
Madagascar off the African coast has changed 
the entire picture of war in that area. United 
States’ control of Martinique would have paral- 
lel results in the South Atlantic. :

The Passing WPA 


President Roosevelt, in'reducing his estimate 
of financial needs of the WPA for the coming 
fiscal year, informed congress that, given an 
expansion of the Social Security System, it may 
be possible to do away entirely with the federal 
work-creating agency next year. 

Undoubtedly, in referring to desired expan- 
Sion of the Social Security System, the Presi- 
dent was thinking of the group which is roughly 
classed as “unemployables.” These are persons 
physically or mentally unfit for ordinary work, 
those whom private employers cannot add to 
their pay rolls. There is always a certain 
residue left with us, of the unemployables, after 
expanding industry has absorbed all the avail- 
able workers of the nation. 

These who cannot work and thus earn their 
livelihood, must be cared for. They have, in the 
past, provided the perpetual problem of local 
welfare organizations and have been the object 
of private as well as organized charity. 

What the President intends, undoubtedly, is 
that Social Security shall provide subsistence 
for these through an extension of benefit pay- 
ments below the age of 65 where absolutely 
necessary. This is, basically, a better plan than 
direct support through welfare agencies. For 
it places the subsistence of these unfortunates 
upon a scientific, sound basis and removes the 
stigma of charity. 

In prosperous times, when all available 
workers are employed, the size of the basic 
unemployable group tends to decrease. There 
are marginal cases which may find some sort 
of jobs with industry hard pressed for man- 
power. Too, greater prosperity gives even to 
these a better chance at more healthful and 
strength-building living. 

In times of depression many both below and 
above the employable margin lack sufficient 
and proper foods, thus creating among them 
many who are unable to work because of general 
body debility. 

If, through the maintenance of full-time 
industrial activity both during and after the 
war, the specter of mass unemployment can 
be kept from the nation, there is reason to 
hope that the total of absolute unemployables 
will slowly decrease with the years. If this 
should come to pass we may, next year, see the 
welcome passing of the WPA from the Ameri- 
can scene for good. 

In a nation with the resources of this, there 
should never be need to “make work” for any 
willing to accept any honest job. All that is 
required is the leadership and the brains to 
properly organize the social and economic 
systems of the nation.

WALSH INCIDENT WASHINGTON, May 27.—The_ isola-

A few weeks ago the New York Post printed a lurid and highly 
sensational story about Senator David |, Walsh, 
of Massachusetts, isolationist chairman of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee, being caught 
in a dragnet thrown by the FBI around a house 
of degradation in Brooklyn whith was under 
investigation as a possible center of German 
espionage operations. 

The house was the very lowest sort of dive 

a male house of prostitution, frequented by 
the scum of the earth—vermin of the New York 
water front, Sailors from our battleships were 
occasionally lured to the place and subjected 
to. questioning by alleged German agents as to 
the movements of our fleet units. A certain 
male “Madam” Fox was the host of the grimy 
guests. One Gustave Beekman, since convicted 
as a moral degenerate, was the proprietor. 

The Post submitted affidavits in support of 
the charge that Senator Walsh had been a fre- 
quenter of the house for some two years. 

Because of its libelous nature, if the charges were proven un- 
true, none of the other papers of the country printed the story until 
the senate, irked by the aspersions cast on one of its members, took 
formal action to absolve Senator Walsh. 

After a silence of two or three weeks, Senator Barkley, the 
majority leader, took the floor the other day to announce that the 
Department of Justice, at his request, had made an investigation of 
the charges and completely exonerated the Massachusetts isola- 
tionist. There was not a word of truth in the story, Barkley solem- 
ly assured the senate. FBI agents, he said, had questioned Beek- 
man, the proprietor of the house who originally named Walsh as 
a frequenter, and gained a new affidavit from him stating it was 
a question of mistaken identity. 


DISCLAIMER REPUDIATED The next day, however, the 


Post came out with a later 
affidavit from Beekman asserting that he had been forced into 
signing. the Walsh disclaimer. FBI agents, he swore, had put him 
through the mill for two days seeking to have him repudiate his 
original statement. Senator Walsh, he said, was still the man who 
had often visited his dive. 

According to the Post, Senator Barkley knew of this repudiation 
of his FBI statement by Beekman, but made not the slightest refer- 
ence to it in his recital. of the Department of Justice exoneration 
of Walsh. Neither did he make public the report submitted to him 
on the case by Attorney General Biddle. It was all very under- 
handed. 

All of this is by way of offering background for the touchiness 
displayed by isolationists since the case was brought into the open 
With great beatings of breasts, the three 
arch isolationists of the senate—Wheeler, Nye, and Clark, of Mis- 
souri—raised loud cries for a formal senate investigation. Bitterly 
they denounced the woman publisher of the Post, complained that 
the story was part of a nefarious plot to smear the whole isola- 
tionist clan of congress.

The American 
petroleum industry is geared to meet anv prob- 

and any demand from any or all of the 

United Nations. 

We are now producing from 400,000 wells 
the astounding total of about one and one-half 
billion barrels of oil per year. The actual pro- 
duction in 1941 was 1,400,000,000 barrels. The 
rate has been stepped up 

The known reserves of petroleum beneath the surface o 
United States total about 20,000,000,000 barrels, or about 15 times 
our current annual production. 

That does not mean our national oil supply will be gone in 15 
years. But it is significant. There are more wells to be found. 
The experts believe there is enough oil beneath the surface of our 
earth to last about 60 to 70 more years. What that will mean to 
generations of the future, with great fields untapped in Russia, 
China and India, is something those generations must wait for and 
prepare for. Now we can do the job. The engines of the Allies 
will have lubricants and gas. 

Octane gas is the big story—oetane gas of 100 octane number. 
The thing we must have is aviation gas. Fuel for the navies of 
the world is as necessary. 

We are turning out 100,000 barrels of aviation gas per day. The 
airlines get the 85 octane gas. (Your car is getting about 52 octane. 
Good enough) 

But only the 100 octane gas will do for fighters. We are turnin 
out 50,000 barrels per day. Our Allies are calling for it. If Russia 
loses her fields we will have to supply her oil and gas, and we 
haven't the ships or the refineries to do it. 

By the end of 1942 our expanded refineries will be producing 
150,000 barrels of the 100 octane count, giving fighter planes more 
power, speed and maneuverability. 

The refineries require time, machinery and trained men. 
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IN RUSSIA Russia is second in the production of petroleum 

by nations. Venezuela runs her a close race. The 
gap between this nation and Russia is very wide. The United States 
produces two-thirds of the world’s total petroleum production. 
(Nature was good to us.) 

In 1941 the Soviets produced 242,000,000 barrels as against our 
1,400,000,000. Yet the Soviet increase was 20,000,000 barrels over 
1940. The Soviets’ untapped reservoirs are believed vaster than 
our own fields in Texas and Louisiana and Oklahoma. 

If Germany gets the Caucasian oil fields, Russia can’t keep 
fighting. We can’t help her enough. She'll be through. Russ 
must hold on. 


GERMANY Germany needs 120,000,000 barrels per year. She 

gets oil from Austria, Slovakia, Moravia—5.300.000 
barrels per year. From Rumania she gets 45,000,000 barrels. Italy 
and Albania supply 1,400,000 barrels. France supplies 50,000 bar- 
rels of crude oil per year. 

From some 18 synthetic plants she gets about 40,000,000 bar- 
rels per year. It is made from coal. The fish-oil industry of Nore 
way and the shale-oil industry of Sweden supply the rest. 

She captured enormous stocks. She had stored tremendous 
stocks. She just now is believed going into her stockpile. There is 
oil in Caucasia, in Iran, in Iraq. Lots of it. There are refineries, 
too. Germany knows it. 


IN JAPAN

From the island of Sakhalin, owned half by Japan and half by 
the Soviets, with the oil in the Soviet half, Japan gets 1,600,000 
barrels per year. That’s half the production. They split the oil 
under an old treaty.

Thailand 
imported heavily in 1940 and 1941. Japan got that. It was a deal. 
Japan has stocks for eight months. 

She got the Dutch Fast Indies.

If our navies should be defeated tn the Indian ocean and South 
Seas---and they are outnumbered now-—-the deficiencies and ex- 
cesses of Germany and Japan would exactly dovetail.

in Emergency

The mechanical genius who knows nis physics and hydrody- 
namics and likes to make models to help win the war might try 
his hand on this one suggested by an amateur. 

Problem: To construct a tanker or cargo carrier that can sure- 
vive attack by torpedoes. 

Since torpedoes operate in the water, either at the surface or 
a few feet below, the obvious answer is to lift the hull of the ship 
above the wate 

Fortunately, the problem was solved some years ago by an 
American inventor who was trying to build a mid-ocean landing 
field. : 

His landing field consisted of a steel platform supported by a 
number of hollow steel columns, each of which rested on a pontoon. 

A model, which you may have seen in the newsreels, demon- 
strated the soundness of the idea. 

Now give the platform depth, to transform it into a tank or hull 
—say one foot of depth to five of width and 15 of length—and 
you have a kind of ship, above the water and out of reach of tor- 
pedoes, offering no visible target except the hollow steel columns 
attached to the pontoons—which are forced below the surface when 
the ship is loaded. 

Calling the contraption a ship would cause a thousand gen- 
erations of shipbuilders to turn in their graves, but what matter if 
it works? 

How to propel the thing? There's the rub. A square-rigged 
sail would move it, of course, but only at scow pace. Why not a 
battery of 1,200 h.p. airplane motors? That would eliminate the 
underwater propeller that reveals a ship’s position to a waiting sub. 

That's the general idea. Let tinkerers try their hand at it and 


see what they can develop.

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Suggestions About Summer Canning 


sugar allotted to any one family 


by the Rationing Board will de- 
pend on both these factors. 
According to tne new regula- 
tions, all fruit canning will have 
to be done in a “thin,” or “light” 
syrup, advises the consumer di- 
vision, using one pound of sugar 
to every four quarts of finished 
fruit. In addition, each family 
will be allowed one pound of su- 
gar per person for making jams, 
jellies and marmalades. But since 


canning requires much less su- 
gar per unit of fruit than pre- 
serving, homemakers are urged 


forego the making of sweet pr 


serves and to put up extra qaun- 
tities of canned. fruits instead. 


For many families both the 
weight of the syrup and the limit- 
ed amount of sugar allowed for 
preserving, will be a change from 

usual canning practices. But these 

restrictions on the amount of su- 
gar which may be used in each 
quart of fruit will make it possi- 
ble to preserve larger amounts of 
fruit with the limited supplies of 
sugar available. 

The amount of sugar sirup need- 
ed for each quart of fruit varies 
according to the size of the fruit 
and the pack. Small fruits like 
cherries pack closely and require 
less syrup than larger fruits like 
halved peaches or pears. But in 
general, four quart jars of fruit 
require about 8 cups or 2 quarts 
of water plus the one pdund of 
sugar rationed for canning. Except 
for this regulation on the weight 
of the sirup, each homemaker may 
follow her favorite methods for 
canning. 

Canning and preserving 


their fruits without any sugar at 
all. This was done during the last 
war. It has also been done for 
many years in regions of the Unit- 
ed States where sugar prices have 
tended to be higher during the 
simmer canning season. 

The following suggestions for 
Sugar-Saving in canning come from 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture: 


Canned fruit will keep safely if 


jars are packed with fruit and|

Cook fruit in an open ket- 
tle to draw out the juice, and then 
pack hot and cover with hot juice. 

Fruit juice may be bottled or put 
up in jars with little or no sugar.
